The concensus of various estim- 
ates would lead to the belief that 
Alberta's 1934 wheat crop will total 
around 116 million bushels from 
7,501,000 acres seeded. This is an 
improvement over last year when 
the production was 94,500,000 


bushels according to the estimate of 


the federal Bureau of Statistics. 
Judging from the outrun of the 
1933 crop the estimate seems to be 
low and possibly the actual produc- 
tion was closer to {00 million bush- 
els in 1933,

Better freight rates on grain and 
grain by-products will be asked for 
in behalf of Alberta at a hearing 
before the railway commission in 
Ottawa September 26, to which A. 
Chard, provincial supervisor of 
freight rates, will goas a represen 
tative of the government.

Canada for at least one year A 
request will also be submitted to the 
Dominion government for a bonus, 
at a reasonable rate, on all summer.

Canada May Curtail 
Shipments of Bacon 
To Mother Country 


Canada is sending too much bacon 
to Great Britain to satisfy the wish- 
esof the British governmentconsider- 
ing its relations with other bacon. 
producing countries, and a hint has 
been received by the government 
here that modification of the volume 
for a while would be welcome. 


[t is understood that Great Britain 
made an estimate of bacon require- 
ments and what would be secured 
from each source of supply, includ- 
ing the Dominions and also the 
Scandinavian countries. 

While the quantity exported from 
Caneda is well within the quota of 
the agreement, it is understood to 
exceed the proportionate estima‘e, 
causing the other countries to get less 
than theirallotment, The question 
is being considered. 


Birds Plentiful 
Near Red Deer 


Great sport is anticipated in the 
ted Deer region by hunters this 
year. Ducks are reported to be in 
good numbers on all available ponds 
and Jakes, while the little grey 
partridges have never been so plenti- 
ful as they are this year 

Duck hunters will likely drive 
fifty or sixty miles to the slough 
country east for their best sport 
this year, all the smaller potholes 
around there haying been dry during 
the summer, forcing local birds to 
concentrate on the larger lakes and 
along the rivers and streams. A 
good crop of the hefty mallards is 
reported on the lakes, and already 
the birds seem to be gathering in 
sixeable flocks to wing out to the 
grain fields for feeding. Spoonbills 
and teal are also reported numerous.

Alberta Government To Buy Cattle, 


Between 7,000 and 8,000 head of 
surplus cattle will be bought by the 
provincial government from farmers 
in the drouth area, taken to central 
points and there disposep of A 
price of one cent a pound will be 
paid, and the business will be hand- 
led by the department of agriculture 

This decision of policy, announced 
by Hon. F. 8 Grisdale, means that 
Alberta will not be coming under 
the scheme receatly arranged and 
announced by Hon Robt. Weir, 
federal minister ofagriculture, whieh 
contemplated the processing of the 
cattle into export beef and tankage 

Mr. Grisdale says that the details 
of the new provincial plan are not 
yet complete, but are now being 
worked out and will be made publie 
shortly. The buying and selling 
will be done with the co-operation 
of the dominion government and 
the railways in respect to freight 
rates on the cattle
